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Student Charges 
The Hornet With 
Inept Reporting

Walt Goldthorpe, president of 
the Young Democrats, used Mon- 
day's Student Council meeting as 
an arena to charge The Hornet 
newspaper with “incorrect” and 
sometimes “untrue” reporting in 
its coverage of student affairs 

Goldthorpe presented a resolu- 
tion from the Young Democrats 
calling for an investigation of 
the efficiency of the Student 
Council, Cabinet, and Board of 
Justice. The resolution also called 
for investigation of student pub- 
lications. 

Beyond Jurisdiction 

Council members pointed out 
to Goldthorpe that the student 
publications didn't come under 
the Council's jurisdiction except 
in a budgetary manner. 

The Democrat then stated that 
the reason for the resolution was, 
as he and his club felt, a “lack 
of communication, between the 
students.” 

“We read in the paper that 
the Board of Justice isn't doing 
anything. Is this true?”, Gold- 
thorpe said. 

Wants Information 

“We expect a little information 
from the student paper. We hear 
there is incorrect reporting and 
we want to know what is hap- 
pening,” he added. 

It was pointed out to Gold- 
thorpe that the purpose of the 
Inter-Club Council was to keep 
Glubs informed as to what was 
going on around the campus 

Barbara Hansen, women’s rep- 
resentative, said, “If you had an 
1CC representative, you would 
know what is happening.” 

Missea Meetings 

According to records kept of 
attendance at ICC meetings, the 
Democrats have missed more 
than 50% of the meetings. They 
also received a™letter from Ed 
Freidberg, attorney general of 
the Associated Students, saying 
that if they did not attend the 
meetings, they would be brought 
before the board of justice. 

Continuing his tirade, Gold- 
thorpe said, “I like to read some- 
thing that is true. This isn't the

Dr. Stephen L. Walker, dean 
of instruction at Sacramento 
State College, announced Friday 
that the state board of education 


has approved plans for the coi- 
lege to offer training for the 
pupil personnel teaching creden- 
tial in two specialized areas, 


spring's 4384. 
This spring’s total will include 
approximately 2600 regular day 


students, according to Dr. W. D. 
Albright, admissions officer. The 
college last spring had 2200 such 
students. 

Approximately 450 new stu- 
dents, including transfers and en- 
tering freshmen, are expected to 
sign up in the registration period 
from February 7 to 9. 

New students will attend an 
orientation meeting February 5. 
and will talk with advisers and 
be introduced to campus pro- 
grams and activities before the 
registration period begins. 

During the spring semester the 
college will offer its regular 
programs in liberal arts, teacher 
training. and occupational cur- 
ricula. it will also offer a night 
program on the Sacramento cam. 
pus, and extension classes in 
other communities within its 17- 
county service area.

In New Budget 


Money for dormitories at Sac- 
ramento State College and mon- 
ey for an extension to the li- 
brary is included in the 1957-58 
California state budget, as sub- 
mitted by Governor Goodwin J. 
Knight to the State Legislature 
this week. 

The proposed residence halls 
for the college would house 200 
men and 200 women students at 
a cost of $1,496.300. A total of 
$3,759,280 is earmarked for other 
new buildings on the campus. 

In addition to the amount Gov- 
ernor Knight has advocated, the 
State Department of Public 
Works this week announced the 
college would receive $1,000,000 
from them for an extension to

lier, the board tried George Man- 
dich and Paul Stamas on a simi- 
lar charge of actions detrimental 
to the ASSSC. Both were con- 
victed. 


Baxter will probably act as 
judge during the hearing al- 
though he passed up that oppor- 
tunity in the first trial, choosing 
to appear as Stamas’ defense 
council. The rest of the board of 
justice includes Gary David, Neil 
Amick, Shirley Cuneo and Roger 
Whitney. 

Freidberg will be the prose 
cuting attorney. Johnson hag not 
yet named his counsel. 

The first trial ran for more 
than six hours. During that time, 
seven witnesses were called by 
the attorneys. The board con- 
victed both Mandich and Stamas 
and suspended both from the 
Asspciated Students. In addition, 
Mandich was placed on probation 
for the rest of the academic year. 

Freidberg said he will ask the 
same penalty against Johnson.

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Board Finally Acts 


The board of justice has at last been goaded into action. 
The reluctant group will hear the Wayne Johnson case today 
at 1 p.m. in the Administration building. 

At long last, Johnson will get a chance to prove his 
innocence, if he is able. Ed Freidberg, Associated Students 
attorney general, will get a chance to prove his contention 
that Johnson engaged in actions detrimental to the welfare 
of the ASSSC, if he is able. In short, SSC’s legal processes 
are functioning again. 

This year, the ASSSC board of justice was given addi- 
tional jurisdiction by the college administration. The board 
made good use of the extra responsibility when it tried 
George Mandich and Paul Stamas two months ago. Since 
then, however, the board has shown signs of an intention 
to betray its public trust. 

However, after a great delay, the board has indicated 
that it will try the case. The time lag between the filing of 
the indictment by the attogney general and the trial was 
over seven weeks, but better late than never. 

Perhaps the board had a good reason for waiting. Mon- 
day night, one day after the trial was set, Freidberg received 
an anonymous phone call. The caller said, “Lay off the 
Johnson case, the mob doesn’t like it.” If they knew the 
case would take on gang-land proportions, maybe the board 
felt that discretion was the better\part of valor. 

Not so with Freidberg. The attorney general indicated 
to The Hornet that he wi!l prosecure—regardiess of the 
threat. 

So, the Johnson case is finally going to trial. It took 
seven weeks of constant prodding from Freidberg and two 
weeks of gentle urging from The Hornet before the results 
were obtained, but at Jeast, the board of justice has shown 
its willingness to function—when absolutely necessary. 





Communications Break Down 


Communications on the Sacramento State College cam- 
pus were broken down this week by the very group which 
was trying to improve them — the Young Democrats. 

Walt Goldthorpe. Young Democrats president, complete- 
ty ignored proper communications channels Monday by pre- 
senting to the Student Council a resolution — calling for 
an improvement in campus communications. Such a reso- 
lution should have been channeled through the Inter Club 
council. 

The pattern of student government on the SSC campus 
provides for a maximum of information passing between 
students and the Student Council. The backbone of this 
system is the ICC. That body hears suggestions from clubs 
and passes the important ones on to the Council by way 
of the ICC’s non-voting Council member. This method saves 
the Councils time and improves efficiency. 

Although Council meetings are always open to inter- 
ested students, actions of the recent type clearly abuse 
the privilege to speak before the group. Club matters 
should be presented to the ICC. 


Boxers Aid Dimes March 


Sacramento State College students will get an excellent 
chance to join the March of Dimes tomorrow when the SSC 
boxing team presents a polio fund benefit in the Hornet 
gymnasium. 

The boxing card, which features fighters from five air 
force bases as wel] as Hornet boxers, will give students a 
chance to aid two good causes with a single 25 cent ticket. 
They will aid the polio fund with the money and will help 
support SSC’s newest sport with their attendance. 

Boxing may well prove to be the Hornets most success- 
ful sport this season. The fans will prabably see a lot of 
good fights.

Contributions are still needed to finish the fight against 
infantile paralysis.
